SHANGHAI, Aug. 18.—Japanese 
warplanes bombed positions on the 
west side of Shanghai in a moon- 


ght attack tonight against the 


weiarinese forces that are pushing 


Japanese troops toward the sea. 

While Japanese warships shelled 
Chinese positions north and east of 
the city, eight high-flying bombers 
passed westward oyer the foreign 
areas to drop explosives in®the vi- 
cinity of the Chinese Hungjao Air- 
drome. 

The planes appeared as a full 
moon illuminated the cloudless sky. 


They flew over the French conces- 


sion and the International Settle- 
ment, attracting thousands of for- 
eigners to rooftops to watch the 
raid. 

The planes carried out their work 
methodically. The explosions of 
their bombs rocked Western Shan- 
ghai. There was half an hour of 
this, then the planes circled east- 
ward, over the French concession, 
and vanished. 

Presumably they came either 
from aircraft carriers or from land 
bases on the Chinese coast, Formo- 
sa or Japan. They flew far above 
the range of Chinese anti-aircraft 
guns. 

It was the first night bombing at- 
tack of the six days of fighting at 
Shanghai. 

Japanese Hard Pressed. 

On land, the Japanese, outnum- 
bered almost four to one, were re- 
ported slowly giving way in the 
northeastern sector of the Interna- 
tional Settlement. The Japanese 
threw their combined First and 
Third fleets into the battle to keep 
land forces from being hemmed in 
completely. 

During the day, Chinese and Jap- 
anese planes subjected outlying 
areas to the heaviest bombardment 
of the battle so far. 

From Shanghai to the mouth of 
the Yangtze more than 50 Japanese 
men of war lay at anchor or shut- 
tled back and forth, their decks un- 
der the fire of Chinese snipers. 

Some 25 Japanese light cruisers 
and destroyers lined the Whangpoo 
River north of Shanghai in battle 
formation and hurled broadsides 
at the Chinese lines stretching from 
the Hongkew rifle range all the way 
to the Woosung forts .on the 
Yangtze River. 

Civic Center Shelled. 

The Kiangwan civic center, head- 
quarters of the municipal govern- 
ment of Greater Shanghai, was one 


| of the principal targets of the shell-

House Takes Up Housing 


Bill, Last Big Problem, 
With Controversy Over 
Cost of Projects. 


SENATE HAS TWO 
MAJOR MEASURES 


President Has Not Given 
Up Hope on Wage-Hour 
Bill, but Leaders See No 
Chance to Bring It Up. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18. — The 
House, preparing for adjournment, 
undertook today to solve its knot- 
tiest problem—a satisfactory low 
cost housing bill. 
Most members agreed that slum 
eradication and the construction of 
inexpensive homes for poor fam- 
ilies were good ideas, but they split 
over the proposed Cost. 
As a result, leaders convened the 
House at 11 a, m., and warned Rep- 
resentatives for the third successive 
day not to count on dinner at home. 
If all goes well, House and Sen- 
ate leaders agreed, the session will 
end Saturday night after nearly 
eight months of continuous but 
leisurely work. 

Would Eliminate State Limit. 

Opening -House consideration of 
the housing bill, Representative 
O’Connor (Dem.), New York, sought 
to eliminate a prohibition against 
alloting more than 10 per cent of 
the total funds to any one state. 

The Senate-approved bill would 
establish a $526,000,000 program of 
Federal assistance to states and 
cities in providing low-rent dwell- 
ings for families of small means. 

O’Connor said the bill’s maximum 
construction cost limit of $5000 per 
dwelling unit might be too small, 
and he called foolish a provision 
that would require that for every 
unit of new construction an old one 
must be demolished. - 

Chairman Steagall of the Bank- 
ing Committee said the committee 
would offer an amendment to per- 
mit postponement of demolition. 

Representative Luce (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts, led the opposition at- 
tack on the bill. He criticised the 
proposed hasty action on the bill, 
which he said “involves the welfare 
of millions of our people.” 

He said probably not more than 
60 or 70 cities would be aided, and . 
criticised the bill for making no 
provision for families with no in- 
come. Under the rent rates for 
housing projects, he said, most fam- 
ilies from the slums could not af- 
ford to take advantage of them. 

Representative Taylor (Rep.), 
Tennessee, asserted the bill’s enact- 
ment would upset the real estate 
bond market.. 

Th first Democrat to assail the 
measure, Representative Hancock 
of North Carolina said it contained 
no provision fo rrepayment of funds 
to the Government except by “pock- 
et legedemain.” 

Senate Has Most Work. 

For the first time in weeks, the 
Senate holds the bulk of the meas- 
ures slated for enactment before 
adjournment. 

The two principal ones—aside 
from the housing bill—were the 
measure to close tax law loopholes 
and the final appropriation bill. 

In its first night meeting of the 
year, the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee approved the tax bill last night 
after proposing two minor amend- 
ments. 

Arguing until long past dusk, the 
House passed the third deficiency 
appropriation bill last night. Farm 
belt Congressmen succeeded in add- 
ing $20,000,000 for farm tenant and 
submarginal land retirement pro- 
grams. 

In so doing, they overrode their 
Appropriations Committee, which 
had recommended omission of thé 
item, proposed in President Roose- 
velt’s budget estimates. An $867,500 
addition to funds for the National 
Labor Relations Board also was re- 
stored by the House. The commit- 
tee had deleted it from budget rec- 
ommendations.

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PRESIDENT DELAYS USE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is delaying applica- 
tion of the neutrality law to the 
conflict in China, apparently on a 
day-to-day basis. 
He takes the view that the hos- 
tilities there do not yet constitute 
a state of war, especially as diplo- 
matic relations continue between 
China and Japan. 
On advice of the State Depart- 
ment, 1200 marines were directed 
yesterday to sail from San Diego 
within 10 days to bolster’ the 
American guard at Shanghai. Sec- 
retary of State Hull asked United 
States nationals to leave Shanghai. 
He sought $500,000 from Congress 
tto finance relief and flight. 
Hull’s admonition to Americans to 
leave Shanghai applied particularly 
to teachers, missionaries, tourists, 
women, children and the aged. 
All men except those whose work 
is of such a character which com- 
pels them to stay also have been 
urged to leave. 
Latest reports to the State De- 
partment, Hull said, showed  be- 
tween 1600 and 1700 American citi- 
zens will have been evacuated from 
the beleaguered international settle- 
ment and the immediate area by the 
end of the week. This would leave 
approximately 2000 American na- 
tionals remaining, he said. 
The State Department announced 
28 American citizens had left Nan- 
king on instructions of American 
Consular representatives. Sixteen, 
including Margaret Higgins of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., left for Hankow on 
the British ship Woosung. The 
others left by the way of Kiukiang, 
for Kuling. 
Hull told newspaper men the re- 
inforcement was beins made solely 
to give Americans in Shanghai “all 
reasonable” protection. Reinforce- 
ment of the 1150 marines already in 
Shanghai was ordered, he said, to 
protect Americans against mob 
violence and guerrilla bands. 
The United States, he added, con- 
templates no belligerent attitude to- 
ward anyone, but will not give other 
countries a chance to suggest that 
this nation is cowardly. 
The President's failure to invoke 
the neutrality act has caused un- 
rest in Congress. This was re- 
flected in a joint .tatement by Sen- 
ator Nye (Rep.), North Dakota:

Chinese Snipers’ Bullets 
Imperil Lives of Americans 


Women and Children Refugees on Liner Lie 
Flat on Decks to Avoid 
Rifle Fire. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 18. — Chinese 


snipers’ bullets three times imper- 
iled Americans today while the 
Dollar liner President McKinley 
evacuated 294 American women and 


children refugees from Shanghai. 

Confusion pvroke out on the ten- 
der carrying the refugees to the 
President McKiniey when Chinese 
snipers, evidently mistaking the 
craft for a Japanese vessel despite 
American flags, peppered it with 
rifle fire. 

Passengers threw themselves to 

the decks, not daring to stand long 
enough to race for protection be- 
low. 
Twice, shore snipers opened fire 
on the tender. Once Chinese bul- 
lets whistled over the President 
McKinley’s decks and through her 
rigging when riflemen along the 
shore began firing at the riverful 
of Japanese destroyers. 


Bombs Fall Near Ship. 


The first fright came when 
bombs from Japanese war planes 
fell close to the ship in the Yangtze 
River, although Capt. Bryant had 
ordered large American flags flown 
from every mast. 

A company of United States ma- 
rines aboard the Dollar Line tender 
which took the refugee women and 
children from Shanghai to the ship 
and transported 50 passengers back 
into Shanghai tried to reassure the 
Americans. 

The most dangerous moment was 
on the tender’s return trip, when a 
second battery of Chinese snipers, 
evidently mistaking the tender for 
a Japanese craft, twice opened fire 
on her. 

Some passengers arriving on the 
McKinley, after seeing the Japanese 
air raid and the Chinese sniping, 
stayed aboard to continue the jour- 
ney to Hongkong. 

Crowded With Refugees. 
Every square inch of the Presi- 
dent McKinley was crowded with 
refugees, and from her decks it 
seemed as if half the Japanese navy 


Stalled on the tender to keep in 


The tender, loaded with 294 wom- 
en and children, ran a gantlet of 
shell fire for 10 miles down the 
Whangpoo, taking a third contin- 
gent to safety. At 12:15 p. m. the 
tender reached the Yangtze estuary 
and transferred its passengers to 
the President McKinley. The liner 
immediately headed into the China 
Sea for Manila. 

The battle between Japanese and 
Chinese planes and land and sea 
batteries roared about the refugees 
as the tender nosed its way down 
Shanghai’s only avenue of escape. 
The guns of the Japanese fleet 
shelled the Chinese artillery po- 
sitions on the Pootung flats across 
the river from the Shanghai Bund, 
the broad avenue that lines the 
Whangpoo waterfront, 

For the first time in three days 
the American refugees sailed down 
the war-infested waters of the | 
Whangpoo without an aerial duel 
raging overhead. The Japanese 
shelling of Pootung, however, with 
its answering Chinese fire was an 
almost equal menace. 

Crammed Below Decks. 

All the refugees were crammed 
below decks with only the guard of 
marines and bluejackets visible on 
deck. 

Marine radio operators were in- 


constant communication with the 
United States cruiser Augusta and 
marine headquarters ashore every 
minute of the journey. Most of 
those departing today were the 
families of American business men, 
The majority of tourists were evac- 
uated yesterday and the day be- 
fore. ’ 

The number of Americans taken 
safely out of the war zone is 
831. About 600 have still to make 
the 10-mile journey down the 
Whangpoo to the ocean liners that 
are traveling between Woosung and 
Manila.

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Team With Thomas Heath 
for 60 Years.

| SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Aug. 18. 
—James McIntyre, for more than 
60 years a member of the vaudeville 
and minstrel team of McIntyre and 
Heath, died early today of uremic 
poisoning. He was 79 years old. 

McIntyre had been in a coma 
for several days. News of his 
death was withheld from his life- 
long comrade, Thomas K. Heath, 
84, who lay stricken with paralysis 
and bronchitis at his home in Se- 
tauket, only a few miles across 
Long Island from Southampton. 

McIntyre, the “Alexander” of 
the old vaudeville skit “The Ham 
Tree,” once was a candy boy on 
the railroad run between Kenosha, 
Wis., and Rockford, IIl. 

From jigging in the aisles of cars 
to entertain passengers, he entered 
vaudeville with his first partner, 
Frank Austin. 

Early in the ’seventies they broke 
up. McIntyre met Heath, who 
had lost his partner, in San An- 
tonio, Tex., and the team they 
formed lasted until their final ap- 


in October, 1934. 
Career of Minstrel Team. 


They began by playing the coun- 
try fairs of Texas, passing the hat 
‘after each performance. In 1877 
| they went to Chicago after travel- 
ing for a time with Sells Brothers 
wagon show, and played first at 
Hamlin’s old Coliseum, The same 
year they went to New York to 
play in the old Madison Square 
Garden. 

They opened in New York with 
Howe's London circus, and when 
that show closed in Atlanta, Ga.., 
McIntyre and Heath organized a 
show of their own, which ran for 
one season with indifferent success.

After playing with Alice Oates In 
“Long Branch,” McIntyre and 
‘his partner organized the “Georgia 
Minstrels,” which played through- 
out the United States, running for 
17 years without a single change in 
routine to set a new vauleville rec- 
ord. 

In 1881 the partners left their 
own show to join Barnum & Bailey, 
and four years later they played 
with the Hyde comedians, before 
joining Weber & Fields in 1893. 

Veterans of the stage, McIntyre 
and Heath were headliners at the 
‘turn of the century, appearing in 
/1901 with Beck’s Orpheum road 
show, and iff 1905 with Klaw and

Next came “The Ham Tree,” an

| old “Georgia Minstrels.” “The Ham 
Tree” was revived in 1915 and ran 
‘for two additional seasons. 

' Asked in 1919 if it was true that

each other off the stage for 25 
{ years, McIntyre answered: “Balder-

After “Red Pepper” closed, the 
veterans of the stage went into 
semi-retirement at their respective 
Long IsMind homes, McIntyre at 
Todanna Island, Southampton, and 
Heath at Soundview Manor in 
Setauket, 

Final Appearance 3 Years Ago. 

In 1928 they appeared again in 
“Headin’ South,” under the aus- 
pices of the Shuberts. Their final 
appearance together was in Octo- 
ber of 1934, when they appeared at 
the Forest Theater in Philadelphia 
in “America Sings.” 

Childless except for an adopted 
daughter, McIntyre was very fond 
of Heath’s son, and it was a severe 
blow to him when the youth died 
during the influenza epidemic. 

More fortunate than his partner, 
who was paralyzed at his Setauket 
home, McIntyre, following his 
retirement, took daily constitution- 
als on the beach in front of his 
home until his final illness. 

White-haired and seemingly spry, 
he delighted in telling visitors that 
“Old Tom,” and he would last for- 
ever. 

Surviving the old trouper is his 
adopted daughter, Mrs. Maud Mar- 
tin. His wife, Emily Young MclIn- 
tyre, died in 1935.

Proposal to Pay Back Debts 
Wins 13,476 to 3532 — 
Less Than One-Sixth of 
Voters Go to Polls. 


An $800,000 bond issue to pay 
$769,715 in back debts of St. Louis 


County was approved at a special 
election yesterday by a vote of 13,- 
476 to 3532, with fewer than one- 
sixth of the county’s registration of 
107,827 casting ballots. 

With a two-thirds majority nec- 
essary for passage, only four of 
the county’s 200 precincts failed to 
return at least a simple majority 
in favor, while two voted unani- 
mously in favor and many others 
gave lopsided majorities. The 
strongest opposition vote was chief- 
ly in the rural] areas, while the in- 
corporated cities. returned’ the 
largest favorable vote. 

The four precincts in which the 
proposal failed to carry even by a 
majority were Point Breeze and 
Bayless, in Southern St. Louis 
County, Melrose in the west and 
Schofield in the Wellston district. 

Precincts returning unanimous 
votes were No. 84, with polling 
place at Washington and Aledaide 
venue, University City, where 30 
votes were cast, and No. 98, at 6501 
Wydown boulevard, Clayton, 37 
votes. The largest majorit?, 153 to 
1, was returned by No. 23 (Dunbar 


Kinloch Park. 

The vote was one of the lighte 
in many years, even for a special 
election. At the presidential elec- 
tion last November a total vote of 
110,648 was cast, 92 per cent of the 
registration which then was 120,600. 

Proceeds of sale of the bonds, be- 
sides paying back debts, will go 
also to defray the cost of the elec- 
tion, about $12,000, and expenses of 
the preliminary procedure leading 
to the election. 

Bonds will be sold at public sale 
to the highest bidder, as required 
by law. They will be retired seri- 
ally, probably over a 20-year period, 
with interest of about 3 per cent. 
The county is now paying 6 per cent 
interest on the debts, which, as a 
necessary preliminary to the elec- 
tion, were rendered into court judg- 
ments. ; 

County employes worked actively 
in favor of the measure, many leav- 
ing their jobs yesterday. to get out 
the vote. Many of the employes are 
still wating for their salaries for 
several months of 1936, which, with 
passage of the bond issue, can now 
be paid . Among other of the coun- 
ty’s unpaid debts are salaries of 
elections judges and clerks who 
worked in 1936. 

A tax of 2 cents on each $100 of 
valuaton must be levied to retire 
the bonds, but county officials have 
promised there will be no increase 
in the general tax rate, as cuts will 
be made in other items.

Kauffman, who, with Schading, is 
defendant in an injunction suit 
brought by advertising sign com- 
panies, said he planned to have a 
series of meetings between now and 
Aug. 30, with committees of mem- 
bers of the union. On the outcome 
of these meetings, he said, would 
depend whether he would quit the 
union presideney after serving as 
an official of the local for 20 years. 

He was “not anxious,” as he said 
yesterday, to resign as president, 
which would permit the local’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee to elect his suc- 
cessor who would contro] the 
union’s funds. The local’s treas- 
ury, Kauffman said, now holds 
“more than $50,000.” 

Where Money Came From. 

That money, Kauffman said, is 
available for the union’s “general 
operating expenses.” The fund, he 
says, is more than is needed and 
quarterly rebating payments are be- 
ing made to older members of the 
union out of the excess, 

When he was elected president of 
the union for a two-year term in 
July, 1936, Kauffman said, it had 
a deficit of $3000, and only 750 
members. There were about 1200 
members at present, Kauffman said. 
The fund of “more than $50,000,” 
he said, was built up by collection 
of delinquent and current dues. 

Asked to explain how he could 
“clean up the union,” in view of 
his statement that the office of 
president was “purely honorary,” 
and that the actual business of the 
union was in charge of its chief 
business agent, Kauffman declined 
to comment. He said that any state- 
ment he might make might defeat 
what he had in mind. 

Kauffman was appointed chief 
electrician of the Police Depart- 
ment in June, 1933, but resigned 
last June to become a business 
agent for the union. He resigned 
that job a month later and returned

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Rich- 
ard G. Miller, 35-year-old gas com- 
pany executive from Huntington 
Beach, Cal., won the national] sal- 


mon fly casting crown today. 

He tossed his fly an average dis- 
tance of 176 feet for each of three 
casts. 

Although he took the title from 
Judge E. E. Cavanaugh of Fort 
Dodge, Ia., he failed to equal the 
Judge's record of 183 feec for a 
single cast, set at Portland, Ore., 
last year. Miller’s longest was 177 
feet. 

Jack Sparks, Waco, Tex., fin- 
ished second with an average of 
174 2-3 feet and a long cast of 177 
feet. 

C. E. Braddon of Cleveland, O.., 
was third with an average of 172 1-3 
feet and a 177-foot long cast. 

Judge Cavanaugh was fourth 
with an average of 155 2-3 and a 
long cast of 159 feet. 

National champion trout fly toss- 
ers cast their lines to such record 
lengths yesterday as to overshoot 
the banks of a new municipal cast- 
ing pool—believed to be the world’s 
largest. 

Several times the heavy trout 
lines curled across the 150-foot 
breadth of the pool and dropped 
gently on the opposite bank. 

A long-casting Californian, Rich- 
ard G. Miller of Huntington Beach, 
Cal., whipped his line and barbless 
hook a world record 183 feet to 
take the lead over a field of 33 en- 
trants in the national distance fly 
casting event.

War Admiral Coming Back. 


AR ADMIRAL, the three- 

year-old champion of the 
year and the rival of Seabiscuit 
for the title of “best horse of the 
season” of any age, is coming 
back to the turf. He galloped a 
quarter at Saratoga in an exhibi- 
tion workout and showed no trace 
of the injury he suffered in the 
Belmont Stakes, which resulted in 
the loss of part of his hoof. 

The injury to the winner of the 
triple crown (Derby, Preakness 
and the Belmont) cost his owner 
Samuel Riddle not less’ than 
$100,000, representing the sum 
War Admiral surely would have 
won had he fulfilled all his three- 
year-old stake engagements. 

Whethcr the runty son of Man 
o’' War will be permanently han- 
dicapped as a result of his hurts 
remains to be shown. Hoof in- 
juries ‘> race horses are as bad as 
knee injuries to our cinder-path 
athletes. 

Cavalcade, the greatest three- 
year-old of his day, had to be re- 
tired late in his campaign from 
hoof trouble. In his case, as in 
that of War Admiral, part of the 
hoof had to be regrown. 

Cavalcade thereafter for two 
successive years was put in train- 
ing for the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap. His hoof was declared 
to be entirely sound. But he 
never regained top racing form 
and was taken out of competition 
permanently. 

Hope that doesn’t happen to 
War Admiral, which, of all the 
great horses that have come up 
since 1920, seems to have the 
best chance to duplicate the fa- 
mous feats of his sire, Man O’ 
War. 


Passed Up $60,000. 


S a result of the injury to 

War Admiral, Owner Riddle 
had to decline a chance to meet 
the famous French ace, Clairvoy- 
ant, fn a match race for $60,000. 
Clairvoyant, winner of the Grand 
Prix, was to have met War Ad- 
miral on Sept. 5 had Owner Rid- 
die accepted. Riddle wired the 
Paris promoters that the date 
did not give War Admiral suffi- 
cient time for recovery and train- 
ing and he would have to de- 
cline.

GUPPLES STRIKE LAID 
T0 UNION RIVALRY 


Vice-President of Company 
Gives His Version of 
Controversy. 


A strike of production workers 
and machinists in the match de- 
partment of the Cupples oC. plant, 


101 West Cornelia street, which 
continued today with union em- 


ployes picketing entrances, was at- 
tributed by John K. Wallace, vice- 
president of hte company, to “riv- 
alry between two unions.” There 
are 110 employes in the department. 
Five machinists joined in the strike. 


| Wallace said the company en- 
| tered into negotiations last July 
| with the Mutual Relations Associa- 
_tion, an independent union of em- 
'ployes in six manufacturing de- 
| partments, and had made an agree- 
ment with the mutual association 
on Aug. 4, as bargaining a-ent of 
the six department, to cor@er on 
wage and working conditions. 
Federal Union, No. 20927, affil- 
iated with the American Federation 
of Labor, which says it represents 
a majority of the match workers, 
then filed charges of unfair labor 
practices against the company at 
the Regidnal Labor’ Relations 
Board office, “based on alleged in- 
timidation and coercion of em- 
ployes, and domination of a com- 
pany union,” Wallace said. A pe- 
tition for an election to determine 
the collective bargaining agent also 
'was filed by the Federal Union, but 
‘was withdrawn before the strike 
'was called yesterday. 
| Union representatives and man- 
/agement were notified by the board 
‘that a hearing tw settle the disputes 
fikely could not be held until Oc- 
‘tober. The Federal Union took the 
position that the board's procedure 
“involved too great a delay,” Wal- 
lace said, and called the strike. 
Al Towers, A. F. of L. organizer,

‘eral months to negotiate with the

While shop owners will not be 
excluded from a mass meeting of 
beauty shop operators, which will 
be held tonight at the Melbourne 
Hotel. under call of the United 
Beauticians’ Local Industrial Union 
No. 367, it is hoped they will not 
atterid, Frank J. Vanek, the union 
president, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 

Vanek said operators would he 
solicited to join the union at the 
meeting and’some expressed reluct- 
ance to do so if their employers 
‘were likely to be present. The union, 
affiliated with the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, admits 
both proprietors and operators to 
membership, and has wage agrec- 
ments covering ‘about 300 operators 
here, Vanek said. Vanek, himself a 
‘shop owner, added this group was 
a minority of the total number of 
licensed operators in St. Louis. 

The union seeks a minimum scale 
of $10 a week for licensed operators 
‘with less than three months’ ex- 
perience; $12 for those with three 
to six months’ experience, and $14 
labove six months. An eight-hour 
day and 48-hour working week are 
sought.

Until recent years history was 
taught as a series of facts and 
dates. Today we are beginning 
to look more closely into the 
events which preceded _ those 
great social and economic and 
political changes which have 
deeply affected the known history 
of the world. 

For example, most of us older 
people learned of Columbus’ voy- 
ages, of how America came to be 
named—and we jumped from 
there in our North American his- 
tory to the founding of James- 
town and of Plymouth—1492 to 
1607 with mere passing reference 
to Roanoke and perhaps to the 
voyage of Verazzano. 

It has always been a pet theory 
of mine that many other voyages 
of exploration and of trade took 
place in that century along our 
American shores. We know that 
during the same period the Span- 
iards established great colonies 
throughout the West Indies, at 
Panama.and other points in Cen- 
tral America, and extended their 
cities, their religious institutions 
and even their universities to 
both the east and west coasts of 
South America. It is unbelievable 
that white men did not come 
scores of times to what is today 
the Atlantic seaboard of the 
United States. Some day perhaps 
a closer search of the records of 
the seafaring towns of Britain 
and France and Flanders and 
Holland and Scandinavia will re- 
discover discoverers. Perhaps 
even it is not too much to hope 
that documents in the old coun- 
try and excavations in the new 
may throw some further light, 
however dim, on the fate of the 
“lost colony” and Roanoke and 
Virgina Dare. 

Why People Came to New World. 

If we are to understand the full 
significance of the early explora- 
tions and the early settlements, if 
we are to understand the kind of 
world upon which Virgina Dare 
opened her eyes on that faraway 
August day in 1587, we must ask 
why Western Europe came to the 
new world. 

It was in part because the era 
was an era of restless action. 
Under the Renaissance men ex- 
perienced great awakenings— 
they were fired with restless ener- 
gy to burst the narrow bounds of 
the medieval conception of the 
universe—to fare forth on voy- 
ages Of exploration and conquest. 

Many of those who sailed in 
immense discomfort, in tiny ships, 
across the Atlantic, were adven- 
turers—some of them seeking 
riches, some seeking fame, some 
impelled by the mere spirit of un- 
rest. But most of them—the men, 
the women and the children, came 
hither seeking something very 
diferent—seeking an opportunity 
which they could not find in their 
homes of the old world. 

We hear of the gentlemen of 
title, who, on occasion, came to 
the colonies, and we hear of the 
gentlemen of wealth who helped 
to fit out the expeditions. But it 
is a simple fact which cannot too 
often be stressed that an over- 
whelming majority of those who 
came to the colonies from En- 
gland and Scotland and Ireland 
and Wales and France and Hol- 
land and Sweden belonged to 
what our British cousins would, 
even today, call “the lower mid- 
dle classes.” The opportunity they 
sought was something they did 
not have at home—opportunity 
freely to exercise their own 
chosen form of religion, opportu- 
nity to get into an environment 
where there were no classes, op- 
portunity to escape from a sys- 
tem which still contained most of 
the elements of feudalism. 

This is not in derogation of 
those pioneers. It is rather in 
praise of them. They had the 
courage, physically and mentally, 
by deed and word, to seek better 
things, to try to capture ideals 
and hopes forbidden to them by 
the laws and rules of their own 
home lands. 

Democracy in the Settlements. 

It is well, too, that we bear in 
mind that in ali the pioneer set- 
tlements democracy and not 
feudalism was the rule.’ The men 
had to take their turn standing 
guard at the _ stockade raised 
against the Indians. The women 
had to take their turn husking 
corn stored for the winter supply 
Rules of con- 
duct had to be established to keep 
private greed +° personal miscon- 
duct in check. I fear very much 
that if certain modern Ameri- 
cans, who protest loudly their 
devotion to American ideals, 
were suddenly to be given a com- 
prehensive view of the earliest 
American colon’:tr and_ their 
methods of life and Government, 
they would promptly label them 
Socialists. They would forget that 
in these pioneer settlements were 
all the germs of the later Ameri- 
can Constitution. 

They would forget, too, that, 
although in the days that Iinter- 
vened between Roanoke and 


true that as commerce developed 
in the seaboard cities, and as a 
few great landed estates were set 
up here and there, a school of 
thought parallel with the same 
school of thought in England 
made great headway. 

It was this policy which came 
into the open in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1787; for in that 
convention there were some who 
wanted a King, there were some 
who wanted to create titles, and 
there were many, like Alexander 
Hamilton, who sincerely believed 
that suffrage and the right to 
hold office should be confined 
to persons. of property and per- 
sons of education. We i know, 
however, that, although this 
school persisted, with the assist- 
ance of the newspapers of the 
day, during the first three na- 
tional administrations, it was 
eliminated for many years at 
least under the leadership of 
President Thomas Jefferson and 
his successors. His was the first 
great battle for “the preservation 
of democracy. His was the first 
great victory for democracy. 

Difference of Opinion. 

In the half century that fol- 
lowed there was constant war 
between those who, like Andrew 
Jackson, believed in a democracy 
conducted by and for a complete 
cross-section of the population, 
and those who, like the directors 
of the Bank of the United States 
and their friends in the United 
States Senate, believed in the 
conduct of government by a self- 
perpetuating group at the top of 
the ladder. That this was the 
clear line of demarcation—the 
fundamental difference of opinion 
in regard to American institu- 
tions is proved by an amazingly 
interesting letter which Lord 
Macaulay wrote in 1857 to an 
American friend. 

This friend of his had written 
a book about Thomas Jefferson. 
Macaulay said “you are surprised 
to learn that I have not a high 
opinion of Mr. Jefferson and I 
am surprised at your surprise. 
I am certain that I never wrote 
a line and that I have never... 
uttered a word indicating an 
opinion that the supreme author- 
ity in a state ought to be en- 
trusted to the majority of citizens 
told by the head; in other words, 
to the poorest and most ignorant 
part of society.” Macaulay, in 
other words, was opposed to what 
we call “popular government.” 

He went on to say “I have long 
been convinc:d that institutions 
purely democratic must, sooner 
or later, destroy liberty, or 
civilization, or both.” 

Then, speaking of England, he 
says “I have not the smallest 
doubt that, if we had a purely 
democratic government here, the 
effect would be the same... you 
may think that your country 
(speaking of Americ2) enjoys an 
exception from these evils... I 
am of a very different opinion. 
Your fate I believe to be certain, 
though it is deferred by a physical 
cause. As long as you. have a 
boundless extent of fertile and un- 
occupied land, your laboring 
population will be far more at 
ease than the laboring popula- 
tion of the old world, and, while 
that is tre case, the Jeffersonian 
policy may continue to exist with- 
out causing any fatal calamity. 
But the time will come when New 
England will be as thickly 
peopled as old England. Wages 
will be as low and will fluctuate 
as much with you as with us. 
You will have your Manchesters 
and Birminghams, and in those 
Manchesters and Birminghams 
hundreds of thousands of artisans 
will be assuredly be sometimes 
out of work. Then your institu- 
tions will be fairly brought to the 
test. Distress everywhere makes 
the laborer mutinous and discon- 
tented and inclines him to listen 
with eagerness to agitators who 
tell him that it is a monstrous 
jniquity but one man should have 
a million while another cannot 
get a full meal.” 

How England Handled It. 

And then Macaulay goes on to 
tell his American friend how they 
handled such situations in En- 
gland. He says “in bad years 
there i8 plenty of grumbling here 
and sometimes a little rioting, 
but it matters little. For here 
the sufferers are not the rulers. 
The supreme power is in the 
hands of a class, numerous in- 
deed, but select ... an educated 
class . . a class which is, and 
knows itself to be, deeply inter- 
ested in the security of property 
and the maintenance of order. 
Accordingly the malcontents are 
firmly yet gently estrained. The 
bad time got over without robbing 
the wealthy to relieve the _ in- 
digent. The springs of national 
prosperity soon began to flow 
again... and all is tranquility 
and cheerfulness.”

JAPAN GOES BERSERK. 

If the Japanese had deliberately sought to rouse 
their Chinese victims to furious and passionate re- 
sistance, no better means could have been chosen than 
the attack on Shanghai. The savage assault by land, 
sea and air upon this commercial city, metropolis of 
Central China and far removed from the original war 
zone, is as senseless as it is wanton. 

Consider the situation: Japan’s conquest of the 
two Northern provinces, Hopeh and Chahar, was pro- 
ceeding on virtual clock-work schedule. Local forces 
had put up a brief resistance, but Peiping and Tient--

sin speedily surrendered. Although Chiang Kai-shek 
had sent an army northward from Nanking, it never 
reached the actual war zone, save for the engage- 
ment at Nankow Pass. 

All the signs were for a face-saving agreement 
whereby Japan would set up a puppet state like 
Manchoukuo in the two provinces, leaving the region 
south of the Yellow River untouched, at least for the 
time being. Hopeh and Chahar for two years had 
been a semi-autonomous state, largely tributary to 
Tokio; the Nanking Government might readily have 
reconciled itself to their complete severance. Other 
nations watched the process of robbery without a 
gesture of interference, save expression of pious 
hopes for moderation. 

But suddenly and unexpectedly, Japan made a 
tremendous issue of a clash at Shanghai—similar to 
incidents elsewhere that had been accepted com- 
placently—in which two Japanese were killed. Tokio 
sent in warships, landed troops, made impossible de- 
mands on the Chinese. The result was open, large- 
scale warfare in the crowded city, in which several 
thousand persons, mostly civilians, have been killed. 

The Japanese now are facing, not the local armies 
of which they made such quick work in the North, 
but Chinese regulars. They are being\bombed from 
the air by Chiang Kai-shek’s crack aviators. And 
by the act of handsomely rewarding several of his 
flyers for their exploits against the invaders, it 
would seem that the Generalissimo has accepted the 
gage of battle; that he will exert every effort to drive 
out the aggressors from the Central China area in- 
stead of accepting the conquest, as he seemed dis- 
posed to do in the Northern provinces. 

Japan’s onslaught at Shanghai is not only bad mil- 
itary strategy, but unsound political tactics. Con- 
quering the city, in the present mood of its defend- 
ers, will require far more men and arms than the 
Japanese now have on the spot. It will mean an 
outlay of money for which the country’s shaky eco- 
nomic structure is poorly prepared. The killing of 
foreign residents and the destruction of foreign 
property are certain to antagonize other Powers. 
Their investments, particularly those of the British, 
are far greater in the Shanghai area than in the 
North, and pressure by investors for interference may 
be expected.

Down there, in the loop of Horseshoe 
Creek, is some overflow land.

80 feet high. Standing on a ridge, you 
can look down on the top of this forest, 
smooth and even as a meadow.

Squirrels poaching corn from neigh- | 
boring fields drop grains of it on this 
wonderfully fertile forest floor.

The cornstaiks, cut in sections, are 
hollowed out and sold as silos.

ITH war actually under way in the Far 
Wea. the discussion of how to keep 

the United States out of the next world 
conflict ceases to be academic and becomes 
one of the most pressing problems facing the 
American pepple. 

Nothing could be more false than to as- 
sume that, because the war is being fought 
in Asia, the United States is not likely to 
be involved. The fact that the last World 
War had its origin in Europe has led many, 
if not most, Americans to believe that the 
next must have similar roots. Our Neutral- 
ity Act and our national defense program 
are both based on that assumption. 

Actually, our interests and commitments 
in the Far East are much greater than in 
Europe, and second é6nly to those in Latin 
America. The Hay “open door” policy, the 
Nine-Power Pact and the Stimson non-recog- 
nition principle constitute a logical and con- 
sistent policy comparable to the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

The present state of the European tinder- 
box undoubtedly increases the danger that 
the spark of the Sino-Japanese conflict may 
start a world conflagration. In 1931, the 
agencies of collective security at least ex- 
ercised a moral influence; now they are com- 
pletely impotent, destroyed by the shameless 
weakness of the democratic Powers in the 
Ethiopian and Spanish conflicts. 

The formation of the Fascist front has 
given Japan powerful allies in Europe, who 
may be counted on to come to its support 
if the Soviet Union becomes involved in the 
hostilities. While Russia does not want war 
and is not likely to be drawn in immediately, 
the chances of its becoming entangled in the 
event of a protracted struggle are far from 
remote. 

The Soviet Union cannot be neutral at 
heart in a war of aggression launched by 
Japanese imperialism. If the Chinese Com- 
munists become deeply involved, as now 
seems likely, the Soviet Union can hardly 
do other than insist on jts legal right to 
ship munitions and supplies to China, a step 
which will be relatively easy, in view of its 


geographic position. Japan, on the other 
hand, will not hesitate to provoke a world 
war if Soviet assistance threatens its stake 
in Asia. 
* s . 

Even without a world conflict, there is 
more than a possibility that the United 
States may ultimately be drawn in. One 


incident involving the loss of lives of sev- 
eral Americans would not in itself be suffi- 
cient to precipitate us into war. But with 
Japan in its present temper, it is not diffi- 
cult to envision a series of outrages in which 
American rights are brazenly disregarded. 
And since most Americans view Japan with 
a suspicion that is tinged with contempt, our 
jingoist papers would soon be crying for 
Japanese blood. Our financial stake in 
China may be relatively small, but our sen- 
timental stake, the outgrowth of huge mis- 
sionary interests, is perhaps greater than in 
any other country. 

Against this threat, our present neutrality 
legislation offers a very feeble defense. In- 
deed, it is an open question whether it does 
not actually increase the possibility of our 
becoming involved. As the act stands, the 
President is compelled to impose an embar- 


go on the shipment of munitions and imple- 
ments of war to both belligerents whenever 
he finds that there “exists a state of war.” 
This embargo would not injure Japan in the 
slightest, since it already possesses its own 
munitions factories, but would work to the 
detriment of China, which is almost totally 
dependent on outside supplies. 

More serious would be the application of 
the discretionary cash-and-carry clause. 
Lacking both ships and cash, China would 
be denied access to the American market, 
while. Japan would have no difficulty in ob- 
taining the cotton, scrap iron, oil and other 
raw materials which are essential to its war 
machine. Contrary to a widespread impres- 
sion, the President has no power to restrict 
the export of these secondary war materials. 
Thus the United States would become an in- 
dispensable partner in the rape of China. 
Our economic machine would become geared 
with that of Japan, so that ultimately we 
might find ourselves no more able to call 


a halt than we were in 1917. 
a + + 


Most Americans are not likely to take 
kindly to an arrangement which links us so 
closely with Japan in its attack on China. 
Yet, if we apply the new neutrality regula- 
tions, it would be difficult to withdraw 
them later without openly insulting Japan. 
The logical way to deal with the dilemma in 
which the United States finds itself is to re- 
peal the Neutrality Act. 

The present situation illustrates better 
than any amount of abstract argument the 
very real danger which is involved in at- 
tempts to avoid war by ignoring our world 
responsibilities. But the chances for re- 
peal are very slight. It would be difficult 
for the administration to reverse itself so 
completely after the fanfaré which accom- 
panied adoption of an act which was “to 
keep us out of war.” 

A much easier course would be to do as 
Senator Pittman suggests and ignore the law 
as long as possible. Unless war is declared, 
the President is under no compulsion to 
invoke the act; he has not done so in the 
comparable invasion of Spain by Italian 
troops. 

Insistence on the right to trade equally with 
China and*Japan may be a feeble substitute 
for the penalties of collective security, but 
it is probably the most that can be done 
under present circumstances. There is no 
reason, legal or moral, why the United States 
should go out of its way to aid the aggres- 
sion, as it has in Spain, merely because it 
passed a law which was designed to keep 
us out of the last war. 

This does not imply that we should im- 
pose unilateral sanctions. Such action on 
the part of a single state would be an act 
of war. This does not, however, preclude in- 
dividuals, organized or acting independently, 
from imposing such penalties as their con-~ 
sciences dictate. No country can expect to 
defy the mandates of world citizenship with 
complete impunity.

Chief Justice.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 18.— 
The University of Michigan press 
announced today that a hitherto 
unpublished autobiography of John 
Marshall, Chief Justice of the Unit- 
ed States from 1801 to 1835, would 
be brought out about the middle of 
September.

‘between seems almost non-existent, 
| and where modern man finds rest 


‘and seclusion, sun and air amid the 
'noise and disturbance of modern 
living. 

How different again is the Swiss 
Buildigg at the Cite Universitaire, 
Paris, from -the brilliant Salvation 
Army Refuge of 1931. Each in its 
'way is an expression of a regi- 
‘mented mode of living. Each has 
living quarters on the upper floors, 
‘with the ground area left .ree for 
outdoor recreation. But the almost 
‘emphasized precariousness of the 
Salvation Army Building has, in 
‘the Swiss Building, given way to a 
| balanced stability wholly delightful 
‘and even reposeful. It is as if Le 
Corbusier, whom many have mis- 
taken for a mere engineer, had an- 
'swered his critics by taking a new 
| pleasure in solving his architectur- 
al problems with a greater “fac- 
‘tor of safety” which definitely 
eliminates the last traces of the 
papery restlessness of his earlier 
| work. 

This is to touch on only a few 
| points of a well-rounded exhibition. 
The work of Le Corbusier is worth 
more than a passing glance. It is 
stimulating, provocative and always 
interesting, even when it may not 
'be entirely successful. One can- 
not judge the work of a great in- 
'novator by quite the same criteri- 
on as that of men working along 
traditional lines. A double allow- 
ance must be made: one for the 
artist who is expressing ideas as 
old as the world in contemporary 
terms with a fresh emphasis, and 
one for ourselves who are having 
to adapt our minds to the accent

Whether it is 
wise or not depends, I think, upon 
the likely attitude of your neigh- 
bors. The fact that your husband 
approves is of course an important 
factor in favor of your going, but 
most important of all is the rating 
of your character in your commu- 
nity, since it is upon this that the 
question of propriety really de- 
pends.
